BITTER STRUGGLE 
PREDICTED TODAY 


Out-and-Out Contest Seen 
Between “Old-Time” Re- 
ligion and Those Accept- 
ing Evolution.

Washington, May 25.—A small but 
militant group of fundamentalists will 
make a bold effort Wednesday to 
throw modernism out of the northern 
Baptist convention. 

Veterans of many Baptist conven- 
tions predict a struggle on the floor 
here Wednesday which will be his- 
toric and whose influence may spread 
to churches of other; denominations. 
They predict a similar struggle at the 
Presbyterian convention which opens 
in Baltimore next week. 


Tt is an out-and-out contest between John L. Whitman, blamed by Gover- 


the “old-time” religion, with its literal 
interpretation of the Bible, and the 
new liberal movement which accepts 
evolution and is not so strict about 
baptism as a ceremony. The direct 
issue is whether immersion should be 
required of every person accepted in 
the church or whether members may 
be taken into fellowship who do not 
subscribe to immersion. Other issues 
are involved in the background, evolu- 
tion and dancing among them, both 
anathema to the fundamentalists. 
Attack on Fesdick. 

While the amendment to the by- 
laws sponsored by the fundamentalists 
would affect several churches of mod- 
ernistic tendency, the attack is cen- 
tered on the Park Avenue Baptist 
church in New York, its pastor, Rev. 

‘ Harry Emerson Fosdick, and John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., leaders in the mod- 
ernist movement. The fight against 
these two men and all they stand for 
has become bitterly personal. 

Fosdick will not be here to defend 
himself, as he is in Burope, and no 
members of his church registered the 
first day of the convention. 

The ultra-fundamentalists are out- 
numbered in the convention, and it is 


predicted their effort to oust the mod- 
ernists will be squelched, and that the 
convention will go on record for a 
compromise resolution which would not 
exclude the Park Avenue church or 
others. from the organization. This 
resolution is sponsored by Dr. J. Whit. 
comb Brougher, of Oakland, Cal., who 
made an appeal for harmony at the 
opening of the convention Tuesday, de- 
oring the efforts of both “extreme 
‘modernists and fundamentalists. These

Dawes Memorandum. 


The Dawes memorandum, which 
Senator Watson described as his “lat- 
est statement on the agriculture sit- 
uation,” follows: 

“The confusion incident. to debate 
upon the pending measures for agri- 
cultural relief results somewhat from 
the concurrent consideration of four 
factors: 

“1—The economic principles in- 
volved in the fundamental device pro- 
posed by the agriculturists. 

_2—-The condition of agriculture. 
‘8—The proposed form of practical 
legislation. 

“4—Partisan and political reaction. 
“Unquestionably at this time a con- 
sensus of intelligent opinion upon the 
first factor, the economic validity of 
any scheme is the first requisite of 
real progress. If doubt as to the eco- 
nomic principle involved can be re- 
solved, the discussion of the facts of 
agriculture and upon the practicabil- 
ity of proposed legislation will be much 
simplified, ' 

“Discussion of the fourth factor, 
the partisan, is only an obstacle. 
“Our manufacturers are able to de- 
crease their unit cost by an increased 
output, the surplus of which they can 
sell abroad if necessary at less than 
their American price, Their sales at 
world price do not fix their American 
price, as in the case of agriculture. 
This is made possible by the tariff, 
which, within certain limits prevents 
foreign competition in the home mar- 
ket, while the tariff does not interfere 
with the freedom of operation of the 
law of supply and demand within our 
country, it does limit the supply from 
abroad below a certain price level de- 
termined by the import duty.

The 
forecast for today is “just as warm 
and fair.“ Tuesday's temperature was 
68 degrees.

En Route Berlin by Plane, Near 
London, May 25.—Az: unexpected and 
unforseeable obstacle wrecked my 
schedule on the 650-mile jump from 
Plymouth to Berlin today. It cost me 
four and one-half hours and put me 
two hendred miles behind the time of 
John Henry Mears, who holds the 
rec.: . for circling the globe, at Lon- 
don. The obstacle was a dense sea 
fog which lay over the town of the 
Pilgrim fathers and prevented the 
take-off of the plane which I had ar- 
ranged to have waiting for the jum 
to Croydon flying field. 

The delay will cost me nothing ex- 
cept sleep which I will want badly be- 
fore the two long jumps from Berlin 
‘» Moscow and from Moscow 1,100 
miles to Omsk. 

A few minute; before 5 o'clock this 
morning Captain Rostrom, proving 


better than his word, dropped the 
Mauretania’s ancaor in Plymouth har- 
bor. Immeciately a mail tender, bear- 
ing customs officials, immigration of- 
ficers, and a representative of The 
Constitution and the North American 
Newspaper Alliance came along side. 
A few minutes sufficed for stamping 
my much visiaed passport and glanc- 
ing into my 42-pound suitcase. 


I shook hands hastily with Rostrom 
to whom I am very much indebted 
for the Mauretania’s rapid trip, jump- 
ed into the fastest motor launch in 
Plymouth and 15 minutes later docked 
‘and jumped into « waiting automobile. 
Press cameras clicked and a little old 
woman shouted, “good luck to you 
sir.” 


As my auto raced through the 
streets of sleeping Plymouth and into 
a hedgelined country road I heard 
shouts and cheers behind me; a hasti- 
ly but gracious God-speed from the 
Pilgrim port. 

A few minutes later we drew up at

e notes are signed by Litvinoff, 
vice minister of foreign affairs, and 
are substantially as follows: 

1, Refusal to express the soviet’s 
viewpoint relative to the private 
manufacture of arms. 

2,. Agreement to participate in a 
conference on tonnage of maritime 
navigation provided the league con- 
sults the soviet regarding a place of 
meeting. 

International Law. 

3. Refusal to express an opinion 
on the league’s steps toward codifica- 
tion of international law because the 
soviet was not invited to participate 
on the commission formed for this 
purpose, 

4. Refusal to participate in the 


league's passport conference because 
issuance of passports does not consti- 
tute a purely technical or humani- 
tarian question. 

5. Refusal to express the soviet’s 
viewpoint on the league's projected 
convention against slavery because 
plans for this meeting were drawn 
up without consulting the soviet.

Each nation will be asked to state 
what amount of armaments it thinks 
it requires, calculated with reference 
to the degree of security existing at 
the time the conference meets. Every 
country also must give reasons to jus- 
tify its claim for a particular quantity 
of armaments, whether it be naval, 
land or air. 

Limit in Peace Time. 

In going over the list of questions 
on which expert advice is sought, the 
drafting committee held that it is im- 
practicable at present to limit the ulti- 
mate war strength of countries, but 
affirmed that it is possible to limit 
air and land forces permanently main- 
tained in peace time or capable of im- 
mediate use without preliminary mob- 
ilization measures, 

In connection with the move defi- 
nitely to abandon poison gas warfare, 
the committee requested the experts to 
consider what effective penalties could 
be proposed for enforcement of under- 
takings not to resort to gas and bacte- 


ria warfare.

Officers of the law in Georgia are 
not allowed to serve as officers of the 
United States or as officers repre- 


senting other states of the union un- 
der terms of their oath, it was pointed 
out by a state official at the capitol 
Tuesday.

THAT COOLIDGE ORDER. 

The order by President Cool- 
idge permitting the employment of 
city and state police officers to aid 
federal officials in enforcing the 
prohibition law will probably ac- 
complish the deep design embedded 
in it. It actually contains nothing 
to cause congressmen or others to 
paw up the earth and dig mud with 
their horns. It is neither an in- 
novation nor an invasion. It is an 
appeal to state’s right—to such 
states as can and will allow their 
officers to cooperate in enforcing 
a law common to both the nation 
and to each state. Such coopera- 
tion has already occurred in thou- 
sands of instances and ahead of this 
_ executive order. 

The real object of the order, we 
suspect strongly, is to focalize pub- 
lic conviction upon the fact that 
our national prohibition act cannot 
get any effective enforcement with- 
out the cooperation of the local 
powers of every state. While nearly 
everybody “is running around in 
circles asking what shall be done 
about prohibition, the president is 
showing them. With open-eyed 
amazement, accompanied by silly in- 
“dignation, the wet and dry leaders 
both learn thus officially what an 
impossible task the Volstead act has 
loaded upon federal machinery. And 
if this act by the president pro- 
duces, as it should, the general con- 
viction that the prohibition 
must be reformed, made practical, 
and made appealing to the law-ob- 
serving spirit of the people, he 
will have conferred a noble bless- 
ng upon his racked and tormented 
country.

It is always possible to find inter- 
esting or striking examples of 
handedness in several generations of 
a family. But cancer not rarely oc- 
curs in more than one generation af a 
family and so does tuberculosis, obes- 
ity, diabetes, dandruff, or prevarica- 


so common that they are bound to 
happen more or less in every fumily. 
Many scientific investigators believe, 
however, that handedness is a ques- 
tion of heredity. For instance, Dr. 
Jordan, of the University of 
Virginia, concludes from a study of 
handedness in 3,000 individuals rep- 
resenting 78 lineages, that left hand- 
edness is heredity, and follows very 
closely the Mendelian law of inheri- 
tance. This conclusion was supported 
by a study of left handedness in 3056 
families by Professor Francis Rama- 
ley, of the University of Colorado, 
1,740 left handed individuals in 
familfts suggesting to this investiga- 
tor, something more than chance. 
Other scientific investigators are of 
opinion that these instances of left 
handedness is more than the usual 
number of individuals in certain fami- 
lies do not warrant any such conclu- 
sions and they point out that in- 
stances of prolonged hereditary de- 
scept of left handedness are extremely 
rare, whereas they ought to be fairly 
frequent if handedness is inherited. 
Education in Infancy. 

Professor J. M. Baldwin showed a 
fine example for other parents. He 
carried out a study of his own child, 
from the fifth month to the ninth 
month of her life—you see the profes 
sor endeavored to be brave and carry 
on although the child was not a boy— 
and he took care to prevent as far 
as possible any suggestion from the 
child’s parents or others, in order to 
see whether handedness would develop 
spontaneously. He noticed signs of 
right handedness in the sixth and 
seventh months, and a distinct _pref- 
erenée for use of the right hand in the 
eighth month. 

One of the unconscious suggestions 
the infant receives is given by the 
position in which the infant is held 
for nursing—this position tends to re- 
strain one of the infant’s hands and 
give the other considerable ‘reedom 
for exercise. Some students of hand- 
edness ascribe to this factor a deter- 
mining influence. Generally the 
child’s left arm is restrained while 
nursing from the right breast, and 
vice versa. This seems a far fetched 
theory, to me. It scarcely accounts 
for all the left-handed young ’uns who 
never hav nursed at the breast. 

Mrs. Helen ‘T. Woolley made a study 
of an infant much like the study of 
Professor Baldwin’s. She concluded 
that right handedness is a normal 
physiological development, not depend- 
ent on training.

in two words—courage and honesty. 

“It is a thing necessary in all the 
activities of life, whether it be preach- 
ing, teaching, planting, digging or writ- 
ing,”’ Mr, Mooney said. | 

“Courage and honesty in journalism 
must be there to win. You may fail 
for other reasons, but if these two 
qualities are lacking, your fight is 
lost before you start. 

“Finally, stand always for obedi- 
ence of the law—the law of the land 
and the law of God.” 

Mr. Mooney’s address was about 

“the mechanics of the modern newspa- 
per.” 
Knowledge of the English language, 
“knowledge that is knowledge,” is a 
primary requisite of the news writer. 
Mr. Mooney pointed out, “but a little 
knowledge about anything will some- 
times be water on the wheels in a 
newspaper office.” 

Mr. Mooney painted an intimate 
word picture of the mechanical ad- 
vancement in the work of the printing 
of the present-day newspaper, of news 
gathering and of the relation of the 
Associated Press to the newspapers of 
the nation. He described the Associ- 
ated Préss as an institution “exceed- 
ingly personal in its regard for cer- 
tain things but impersonal as to opin- 
ion on these things.” 

_ “Scoops” charged against the As- 
sociated Press, Mr, Mooney said, “are 
more apparent than real.’ 

_ “The Associated Press takes noth- 
ing for granted,” he said. “If a doe- 
tor says a man will be dead in 15 min- 
utes, the Associated Press correspond- 
ent waits for the death signal. Other 
organizations sometimes do not wait.” 

Mr. Mooney related in detail the 
organization and operation of the plan 
of news gathering and distribution, 

‘The daily newspaper draws from 
the four corners of the earth,” he ex- 
plained. “It uses wireless, cables, 
radio, trains and messengers. Gen- 
eral, sporting, financial, religious, po- 
litical, administration, national and 
forcign news is largely supplied by the 
Associated Press,” ;

WAR RISK INSURANCE 
EXTENSION FAVORED 


Washington, May 25.—()—World 
war veterans would be given another 
year in which to convert their war 
risk insurance under an amended sen- 
ate bill passed today by the house. 
As approved by the senate ‘the meas- 
ure, which now goes to conference, pro- 
vided for a six-month extension. 

The extension would date from 
July 2 next, when the present time 
for conversion expires. Term insur- 
ance, issued during the war at a 
low premium rate, is convertible into 
a number of different policies including 
ordinary life, 20-year endowment and 
20-year paid up. 

The bill also would provide for a 
five-year policy similar to term in- 
surance but with a higher premium 
rate for veterans financially unable 
to pay premiums on the present type 
of converted policies. This point is 
not ‘in dispute between the two 
houses. 

_ Extension of the conversion period 
is favored by Director Hines of the 
veterans bureau.

Washington, May 25.—President 
Coolidge appealed for international 
tolerance and sympathy in an address 
to the Pan-American Red Cross here 
Tuesday, declartag that mutual under- 
standing and fraternity must be fos- 
tered by the people themselves and 
cannot be legislated by governments. 

“Special organization,” the presi- 
dent said, “seldom keeps pace with 
human activity in science, industry 
aad commerce. 

“The very complexity of modern 
governmental problems is appalling to 
those who share the responsibility. In 
the face of these increasing problems 
of internatfonal intercourse, coopera- 
tion of the peoples of the world must 
rest on a broad fundamental basis. 

“Mutual understanding, sympathy 
and tolerance must grow up among 
the peoples themselves and cannot be 


imposed upon them.” 

Iu the past, Coolidge declared, the 
history of international relations “has 
tended to be merely a summary of the 
differences between nations. 

“Diplomatic intercourse has had as 
its chief purpose the settling of such 
differences. 

“Such differences should not lead 
us, however, to lose sight of the fun- 
damental unity of the human problem, 
The ills of humanity are common to 
all nations and afflict us all alike. 
The chief factors conditioning human 
life are still natural rather than so- 
cial in character. ' 

“Our chief problem and the uni- 
versal dilemma of the race is that of

lake, released by an eruption from. a

Beside these, 
about 1,000 farmers of the new opened, 
but rapidly developing, agricultural 
district around the mountain are mis- 
sing and it is impossible,to tell how 
ne of these may have “been buried 

pd in the floods of water and mud. 

The peasants of the Tokachi dis- 
trict were not without warning, for 
on May 4th the voleano began rumb- 
ling, and many fled from the region. 
Yesterday came three violent erup- 
tions, tearing out the crater walls and 
allowing the lake to pour through the 
sides of the mountain, inundgting 
several villages, drowning villagers 
and covering 10, acres of rice fields 
with mud. Landslides on the steep 
ones added to the toll of destruc- 

on, 

Relief measures are under way. Two 
hundred doctors and nurses are at- 
tending the injured, while 800 mem- 
bers of the local young men’s associa- 
tion, a nation wide organization, are 
assisting. 

Two miles of the Kushiro railway 
running west of the mountain have 
been destroyed. Hokkaido dispatches 
describe the region of the catastrophe 
as literally a sea of mud.

to provide for a bond commission 
named by the. mayor, to handle the 
proceeds of the several issues of bonds, 
to be voted on by the qualified voters 
of the city of Atlanta. Said 
commission is considered to b= 
an advisory board and to 
stand as sponsor for the expenditure 
of proceeds of said several issues of 
bonds and to give the benefit of its 
advice to general. council in connec- 
tion with said expenditures and gen- 
erally to be of such aid in seeing that 
the proceeds of said bonds are expend: 
ed in the most economical manner 
possible, and the largest returns se- 
cured from said expenditures and that 
the several departments, in favor of 
which said bonds have be®n voted, 
shall receive the full benefit thereof. 
However, said commission hag only 
advisory capacity, and has no power 
to direct the expenditure of said money 
one way or the other, except to rec- 
ommend to the mayor and general 
council, and their recommendations 
shall be made in the following man- 
ner : } 

“The bond commission, acting with 
the respective departments, meaning 
by this the departments to which bonds 
have been voted, shall prepare a state- 
ment, in each instance, covering the 
items for which any part of said bond 
issue is proposes to be expended, an:l 
this shall be submitted to and receive 
the approval of the mayor and general 
council before any part of said bonds 
shall be used. 

“The commission shall assist and 
act with the various departments in 
making up these items for which said 
proceeds shall be expended, and if same 
receives the approval of the bond com- 
mission and said several departments, 
as above stated, these items shall be 
transmitted, with such recommenda- 
tions, to the mayor and general coun- 
cil for adoption or rejection, and if 
adopted, the several items of the ex- 
penditures are authorized, but in no 
event shall items of expenditures be 
other than those set forth in detail 
in these approved recommendations. 

Appropriation Procedure. 

“No appropriations of the proceeds 
of either bond issue, that is, schools, 
sewers, waterworks, viaducts and city 
hall, shall be made except, after the 
recommendations of the bond commis- 
sion have been filed to that effect, and 
in the exent the mayor and general 
council disagree as to the recommenda- 
tions of the bond commission, then 
the matter in dispute shall be referred, 
for joint recommendations, to the bond 
commission and special committee -of 
council, 

“We, as a commission, therefore, 
are not, nor do we intend to, initiate 


any of the improvements contemplat- 
ed under the various bond issues, or 
to dictate the methods, but will sit 
/48 a committee only to approve or dis- 
‘approve recommendations and pro- 
grams submitted to us. Some are of the 
| opinion otherwise and are, therefore, 
‘writing cards, letters and making 
| statements which are misleading and 
are not true facts. 

“Each member of the commission 
has expressed himself or herself, as 
heartily in accord with the dyties and 
obligations as commissioned us, and 
to, their best ability, bearing in mind 
always the obligations that they owe 
to the city of Atlanta, to endeavor to 
serve the city as a whole, laying aside 
all divisions and such like and to 
their best ability to see to it that the 
city of Atlanta, through regular 
means and channels, obtains the im- 
provements as voted and planned un- 
der the various bond issues for the 
amounts as voted. 

Committee’s Function. 

“The commission is made up of 17 
members and as the commission is to

provements contemplated, and under 
date of May 21 the commission held 
another meeting, and received from 
the contact committees reports of 
their activities and of progress made 
in obtaining all necessary data and 
information in connection with these 
expenditures and improvements. 

“We hope and pray that our ef- 
forts will bear fruit, that which we 
are giving willingly, cheerfully and 
freely to the best of oxwr ability will 
be- acceptable to the people of 
Atlanta.”

That is the question which is being 
answered pro and con by every fight 


fan in Atlanta. Many say yes 
Probably as many say no. At any 
rate it is a much discussed query in:

Neuman has fought such sluggers 
as Tunney, Berlenbach, Anderson, 
Stone, Marullo and many others with- 
out once being counted out by the 
referee. That record alone should an- 
swer the question as to why Stribling 
did not put the Jersey boy away on 
Monday.

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Every record in the history of the At- 
lanta Clearing House association was 
broken during 1925. New high totals for 
day, week and month were established. 
The year’s total clearings broke all rec- 
ords with $3,604,290,297.92. The previous 
record was that of 1919 which was ex- 
ceeded by almost 400 million dollars. In 
1926 numerous days have set still newer 
high records over corresponding dates in 
previous years. 
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Atlanta is served by eight great rail- 
way systems: The Louisville & Nash- 
ville, the Southern Railway, the Seaboard 
Airline, the Nashville, Chattanooga & St. 
Louis, the Atlanta, Birmingham & Atlan- 
tic, the Atlanta & West Point, the Central 
of Georgia, and the Georgia Railway.
